It is pro¬ 
vided for this purpose that if one has 
bought or mortgaged land, or an ln T 
terest in It. within the last twenty 
y«ars. and the amount paid for it or 
^secured upon it shows that It had at

8R* value is here the 
value of the fee simple sold by a will¬ 
ing seller in the open market, divest¬ 
ed of m buildings and timber Unless the 
value due to work* of a cap4ai nature.. 
rvNtda and open apace* dadlcatad to -the 
public, the redemption of fixed charge* 
und goodwill; and unless also the ex¬ 
penses of clearance and -the value of 
the minerals. It Is determined for the 
purposes of this tax by a quinquennial 
valuation. 

Undeveloped land is land not built 
upon or used for any industry other < 
than agriculture; but land upon which 
at least one hundred pounds an acre 
has been spent for road* and sewers 
is not undeveloped land for ten year* 
after the expenditure. Developed land 
reverts again to undeveloped land If It* 
buildings or industry are abandoned 
for a year. 

Exemptions. 

Nfi duty Is to be chars-* l in respect 
of land whose site value ia not more 
than fifty pounds per acre. 

In the case of agricultural land the 
duty Is to be charged upon that part 
of the site value only whleh exceeds 
t h a v alue of the land, for agriculture 
The effect of this provision is ti ex¬ 
empt altogether All purely agrlcultarsl 
land.
